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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Enteric  Fever. 

A  minor  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  infection  occurred  at  the 
War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee’s  Land  Army  Hostel  for 
Girls  at  Fieldgrove  Farm,  Bitton,  during  July,  1946. 

Only  one  girl  suffered  from  the  disease,  but  investigation 
showed  that  four  other  girls  of  the  32  persons  attached  to  the 
Hostel  were  found  to  be  harbouring  typhoid  bacilli.  These 
girls  were  admitted  first  to  Ham  Green  Isolation  Hospital  and 
then  to  Mangotsfield  Isolation  Hospital  as  “  carriers.”  The 
clinical  case  was  treated  at  Ham  Green  Isolation  Hospital. 

Investigations,  conducted  with  the  close  co-operation  of  the 
Bristol  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  the  War  Agriculture  Committee,  were  not  conclusive, 
but  very  strong  evidence  pointed  to  the  old  contaminated  water 
supply  as  the  source  of  infection.  It  was  unfortunate  that,  while 
Company’s  water  was  supplied  to  the  farm,  the  impure  spring 
supply  continued  to  be  used  in  the  dairy  and  for  cooling  milk. 

The  spring  supply  has  now  been  cut  off.  No  further  ”  carriers  ” 
have  been  found.  It  was  fortunate  that,  while  the  infective  agent 
was  a  true  typhoid  strain,  only  one  girl  became  ill ;  this  is  unusual 
as  this  type  of  organism  generally  gives  rise  to  grave  illness. 

There  are  many  lessons  to  be  learnt  from  such  a  story — not 
least  being  the  risk  to  the  Community  of  infection  being  found  in 
milk  from  “  carriers.”  Against  such  a  risk  pasteurisation  is  the, 
at  present,  only  effective  remedy.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  main  trunk  sewer  of  the  Kingswood  and  Warmley  Joint 
Sewerage  Committee  was  completed  in  1938.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  one  of  which 
was  serious.  This  was  referred  to  the  Bristol  and  District  Smoke 
Abatement  Council  for  advice,  who,  after  consultation  with  the 
Factory  owners,  gave  an  order  for  the  installation  of  a  Cyclone 
Grit  Arrester,  for  which  the  Factory  is  awaiting  delivery  from  the 
Manufacturers. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

Several  complaints  were  received  of  cockroaches  and  beetle 
infestations.  These  were  treated  by  Gammexane  dust. 

One  complaint  was  received  of  an  infestation  of  mites 
(Dermanyssus  Gallinae  Redi)  which  was  traced  to  a  number  of 
birds  nests  (Starlings)  in  the  eaves  of  the  roof,  gaining  access  to 
the  bedroom  through  the  ventilator.  The  room  and  roof  space 
were  successfully  sprayed  with  Zaldicide.
